SHANGHAT, April 14—Yihsien, 
in Southern Shantung province, 
was being reduced to ruins today as 
Chinese artillerymen from vantage 
points in surrounding hills bom- 
barded the Japanese garrison there.

Either the owner or his repre- 
sentative may call there within 
three days and pay a fine as fixed 
for the offense by Police Judges if 
records there show not more than 
one previous parking violation. 
Such records have been kept for 
only the last two years. For the 
first offense the fine is $1 and for 
the second, $2. For the third of- 
fense, appearance in Police Court 
is required and the amount of the 
fine ig fixed by the Judge. 

If the offender does not appear 
at the Traffic Violation Bureau 
within three days, the summons will 
be served on the owner and he will 
be required to appear in Police 
Court. The owner must present his 
driver’s license at the Traffic Vio- 
lation Bureau or in Police Court. 

The tags, when filled out by the 
policeman, give the date, time, 
State and city automobile registra- 
tion numbers, the offense charged, 
name of the policeman, his badge 
number and district.

were many reasons for 
this over-production.. One was 
fear—fear of war abroad, fear of 
inflation, fear of nation-wide 
strikes.

There were oth- 
er causes of over- production, and 
these causes differed in each in- 
dustry. 

The net result of these causes 
and ill-advised practices was a 
repetition, on a small scale, of 
what had happened in 1927, 1928 
and 1929 on a much larger scale. 
In other words, production in 
many important lines of goods 
outran the ability of the public 
to purchase them. 

For le, through the win- 
ter and spring of 1987 cotton fac- 
tories in hundreds of cases were 
running on a threeshift basis, 
piling up cotton goods in the fac- 
tory, and in the hands of middle 
men and retailers. 

For example, also automobile 
manufacturers not only turned 
out a normal increase of finished 
cars, but encouraged the normal 
increase to run into abnormal fig- 
ures, using every known method 
to push their sales. This meant, 
of course, that the steel mills of 
the nation ran on a 24-hour basis, 
and the tire companies and cotton 
factories speeded up to meet the 
same type of abnormally stimu- 
lated demand. The buying pow- 
er of the nation lagged behind. 

Thus by the autumn of 1937 the 
nation again had stocks on hand 
which the consuming public could 
not buy because the purchasing 
power of the consuming public 
had not kept pace with the pro- 
duction.

Club on Congress Which 
Will Increase Fear.

WASHINGTON, Apr 14. — A 
committee of Senators and Repre- 
sentatives, disagreeing over recom- 
mendations of President Roosevelt, 
reached a temporary impasse to- 
day in its efforts to formulate a 
compromise tax bill. 

The major argument was over the 
undistributed profits tax, approved 
by the House but rejected by the 
Senate, Mr. Roosevelt asked the 
committee yesterday to retain the 


principle of tht levy, as well as a 
graduated tax on capital gains. 
To Settle Big Issues First. 
Senator Walsh (Dem.), Massa- 
chusetts, said today the committee 
had decided to dispose of the un- 
distributed profit? and capital gains 
taxes before taking up any other 

phases of the revenue measure, 

“We agreed,” he said, after an- 
other meeting this morning, “that 
4 bill can’t be constructed or put 
together until. those.. two major 
questions aré disposed of.” 

No agreement was reached today, 
however, and none of the confer- 
ees gave any intimation that they 
were any nearer an adjustment 
than yesterday. 

Representative Treadway, (Rep.), 
Massachusetts, said an ultimate 
agreement by the Conference Com- 
mittee “seems almost impossible as 
a result of the President’s indiscre- 
tion.” 

Representative Vinson, (Dem.), 
Kentucky, on the other hand, said 
the definite position taken by the 
President had given supporters of 
the profits tax principle a power- 
ful weapon. They can argue, he 
said, that failure to compromise 
would mean retention of the pres- 
ent tax law, which he declared no 
one wants. 

Mr. Roosevelt wrote the commit- 
tee that business will be helped, 
not hurt by his suggestions. 

Letter Called Club On Congress. 
Senate Republican Leader Me- 
Nary described the President's 
statement as “the use of a club on 
Congress which will increase busi- 
ness apprehensioh and fears.” Some 
of the conferees said the President 
had left no middle ground on which 
they could meet. 
Should a deadlock continue until 
May 2, the issue could be brought 
before the House again. It either 
could insist on retaining the un- 
distributed profits tax and other 
provisions of the House bil, or 
accept the Senate changes. 
Chairman Harrison of the Senate 
Finance Committée said that, de- 
spite Mr. Roosevelt’s letter asking 
for retention of these House-ap- 
proved taxes, Senate conferees 
would insist they be eliminated. 
“I believe that the repealing of 
the undistributed: profits tax and 
the modification of the capital gains 
tax, such as adopted by the Senate, 
will help business,” Harrison said | 
as he made public the letter.

ASEBALL betting should reach a new high in this city and 
throughout the country during the coming season. That's because 
a-new factor will be exploited by “commissioners,” commonly 
called bookmakers, who this year have gone into the baseball hit- 


and-run “parlay” business. 

The parlay, which enriched the 
betting establishments of the na- 
tion almost beyond dreams of 
avarice during the football sea- 
son, has been revamped to fit 
baseball. Already cards have been 
printed in anticipation of the sea- 
son’s opening announcing that 
odds of 25 to 1 will be paid for the 
two high teams, 75 to 1 for the 
three high teams and 200 to 1 for 
the four high teams that score 
the highest combined total of hits 
and runs during a five-day perioa 
from Tuesday to Saturday inclu- 
sive. 

The 16 major league clubs are 
available for the player's choice 
and he may bet any amount of 
money on the issue. A card in 
possession of the writer shows 
that the bookmakers, aware that 
a few teams would otherwise 
monopolize all play, have placed 


a “plus” handicap in front of the 


names of all but two of the 16 


, Clubs—New York and Detroit of 


the American League. The handi- 
caps range from 5 to 20. 

The first commissioner to ex- 
ploit this form of betting in St. 
Louis operates on a “chain store” 
basis with branches in various 
parts of the city. Other operators 
of individual and chain store bet- 
ting establishments are planning 
to take up the idea which brought 
zootball exploiters such rich re- 
turns.

This substance, he added, is not 
like the mortar which holds bricks 
together in a house, but is more 
like the attraction which holds the 
particles of each individual brick 
together.

ON U.S. PEACE AIMS 


Not Inevitable That America 
Will Be Drawn Into War, He 
Tells Berlin Gathering. 


By the Associated Frese. 

BERLIN, April 14.—There is no 
way of being certain that the United 
States will remain aloof from any 
major conflict, United States Am- 
bassador Hugh Wilson told an audi- 
ence of German and American 
business men last night. 

Phe desire of Americans to re- 
main at peace, however, is genu- 
ine; the Ambassador told his 
hearers who included representa- 
tives of the German Foreign Of- 


fice. 

“And we earnestly hope and 
pray that no nation will make it 
impossible for us to realize this 
desire,” he said. There are people 
in our country who believe that 
we would under no circumstances 
go to war. There are also people 
who believe that our participation 
in any major conflict is inevitable. 
Neither of them can be sure of 
their assertions. The development 
of history alone will show which 
of them is entirely rignt. . Person- 
ally I believe neither of them is 
entirely right. 

“I believe there is a possibility 
under wise leadership to keep the 
United States out of a. great 
struggle. I admit the danger of 
our being drawn in, I do not admit 
the inevitability. 

„Our People Want Peace.” 


“Certainly our people want peace. 
Mr. Hull has declared ‘the pres- 
ervation of peace is the corner- 
stone of our national policy.’ 

“Through our trade agreements 
program and through other forms 
of constructive international co- 
operation along economic lines we

The occasion of Wilson’ 8 speech 
was a dinner of the American 
Chamber of Commerce.

Plight of Christian Gegman Refugees. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HERE has developed in this country 
Aa feeling that the problems growing 
ut of Nazi persecution in Germany have 
been largely arid peculiarly Jewish. Now 
that Nazi-ism has spread to Austria, a 
similar feeling is growing up about the 
Austrian refugees. To many persons, the 

“term “Christian refugee” is strangely un- 
familiar. This should not be, for actual- 

Jy there are many Christian refugees from 
Germany, as there undoubtedly will be 
from Austria. 

As the agency charged with caring for 
Christian refugees from Nazi persecution, 
the American Committee for Christian 
German Refugees has found that this 

prevalent misconception among Ameri- 

cans has handicapped its work. 
There are in Germany hundreds of 
thousands of so-called “non-Aryan” Chris- 
tlans who are potential refugees. This 
number includes liberals, Socialists and 
Christians of Jewish. ancestry—that is, 
persons or families who have lived as 
Christians for many years, but who have 
been technically declared Jews by the 
Nazi race laws. 

It ts, of course, readily understandable 
how the misconception grew that the 
problems of Nazi persecution were large- 
ly Jewish. The Nazi race laws are anti- 
Jewish, and the most drastic and most 
obvious results ef their discriminatory 
practice have been leveled at Jews. Sec- 
ond, Jewry, though never suspecting a 
future need for helping German ‘Jewry, 
was prepared to help through such per- 
manent relief organizations as the Joint 
Distribution Committee. | 

The American Committee for Christian 
German Refugees, 287 Fourth avenue, 

New York City, has worked side by side 
‘with the Joint Distribution Committee. 
There “has been no competition between 
us, the problem being much larger than 
anything either or both our organizations 
could handle. The American Committee 
was created by a group of American 
churchmen, so American C could 
show their Christianity to their fellow- 
men of Germany, and now of Austria. 

It is not our desire to over-dramatize 
the plight of the refugee, but we do want 
te present the picture at the Christian 
refugee in its proper perspective, so that 
those desirous‘ of doing their part in help- 
ing these unfortunates may know of their 
plight and act accordingly.

LUMBERMEN MOVE TO PROTECT THE PUBLIC, 

An admirable move to stop an unconscionable prac- 
tice,of jerry-building, and also to promote industrial 
self-policing, is being launched by the Wood Prod- 
ucts Institute of Greater St. Louis. The lumber 
dealers comprising the organization have become 
concerned over the extent to which some builders, 
seeking to save a relatively slight amount, have been 
using unseasoned lumber in residence construction. 
Such material, when shrinkage begins, causes cracked 
plaster, warped flooring and expanding joints, with 
resultant heavy repair bills for the o.] ner. 

In an effort to stop this unscrupulous practice, the 
organization proposes to raise a fund for systematic 
inspection of lumber on all construction jobs in this 
area, Use of green wood would be reported to the 
persons financing the construction, with a warning 
as to the unsatisfactory results that come from such 
material. : 

Laws are frequently proposed for the consumer's 
protection, and are needed in many instances, If 
industries themselves would take steps against unfair 
practices, however, there would be less demand or 
necessity for such statutes. The lumbermen, by mak-

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Why Discriminate in the Relief Rolls? 


Differentiation in provision for the various needy groups draws fire from son of late 
President; workers on W P A jobs average $53 per month, while direct relief cases, 
comprising 60 per cent of total load and including many employables, receive $22; 
urges unified approach to problem, with increase in state and local responsibility. 


From an Address by Charles P. Taft, Chairman, Before the Community. Mobilization 
for Human Needs, Washington. 


W P A has never employed all employ- 


ables Who need help. The recent ap- 
propriation of $250,000,000 extra for 
WPA is typical. It will provide jobs for a 
total average, along with money preyiously 
appropriated, of only 2,200,000 people, when 
at least 3,000,000 need such jobs and are 
able-bodied. What are the other 800,000 going 
to do? They are going to exist on the meager 
level, often the starvation level of home re- 
lief, administered by local communities. 
You might ask why Congress does not ap- 
propriate enough money to supply these 
3,000,000 jobs. Well, Congress never has 
provided funds adequate to meet all the 
needs through work relief, and the reason 
is that it probably cannot. Pressure for econ- 
omy in addition will prevent Congress from 


ever doing so, and so we have 2,200,000 on 


WPA and probably 2,000,000 on relief from 
states, cities and counties. 

In addition to that, we have those in 22 
states who are now getting unemployment 


compensation, So there are three classes 


who are receiving relief today: first, those 
on WP A, who average through the coun- 


try $53 per month per case, and they repre- 


sent less than half of the relief load; in the 
second place, the class of those who are re- 
ceiving unemployment compensation, who 
average somewhere d $43 per month 
per case, $10 less, a difference which I may 
say, looking toward the successful future 
of unemployment compensation, is very, very

We are not opposed to W P A as a works 


program. I may say there are some of us 
who have some doubts about the validity of 
the work idea in connection with relief. As 
far as I am concerned, that is not based on 
any desire to save taxes or to save the 
amount of money spent. I have been very 
closely associated with that particular prob- 
lem in my own community, where we have 
@ separate work program before they get 
on WP A anyway, and there are very 
great difficulties in making it work at all. 
Nevertheless, so far as our program is con- 
cerned, we stand for work relief. We believe 
that W P A has a good work program. 

We are asking for decent care for all those 
on relief, instead of the creation of a dou- 
bly under-privileged group representing 
about 60 per cent of the load today, who are 
left to local resources without Federal aid of 
supervision, and more than half of whom are 
employables.

$168,000,000.

“bun.” 


The horn later became a cross, 


some say to signify the four quar- 
ters of the moon, others because it 
made easier the breaking up of the 
buns among the worshippers. When 
the Romans came to hold the em- 
pire of the world, they also ate 
cross buns at public sacrifices; two 
of them were recently found in 
Herculaneum, where they were 
buried under the ashes of Vesuvius 
not long after the death of Christ. 

In pagan England the Saxons 
marked their buns with a cross in 
honor of Laster, their goddess of 
light. And, astonishingly enough, 
conquerors in the new world found 
the Mexicans and Peruvians had 
eaten cross buns at sacrifices for 
hundreds of years. 

Now Christian. 

Like many another ancient cus- 
tom, the Christians adopted this in 
their Easter festival. In the me- 
dieval church hot cross buns were 
distributed to communicants after 
mass on Easter Sunday. Today hot 
cross buns are no longer confined 
to Easter or Good Friday, but are 
eaten during the entire Lenten sea-

They Eliminate Spring Clean- 
ing Pick-Up Meals. 


In a great many households 
spring and housecleaning are syn- 
onymous. With the first pointing 
tulips and pricking grass in the 
lawn comes the urge to refurbish 
the house, wash paint, clean wall 
paper and make new slip covers 
and fresh curtains for the win- 
dows. Meals naturally take sec- 
ond place and most families are 
treated to pick-up meals which 
they resent. 

It is a very simple thing to plan 
meals which may be popped into 
the oven at a given time, leaving 
you free to pursue grime and dust 
curls, Even if you do nothing more 
than putter about in the basement 
or attic you will do so with a clear 
conscience, knowing that you are 
not depriving the family of its 
quota of calories and vitamins. 

Plan Oven Meals. 
In the first place, plan your oven 


meal about one dish, a combination 


of meat and vegetables, or meat 
with vegetables baked on the side. 
Potatoes may be baked in their 
own jackets while other vegetables 
may be baked in baking dishes or 
in custard cups. A baked dessert 
is logical with an oven meal and 
with this a crisp salad and tea or 
coffee for grown-ups and milk for 
the children, and there you are! 

Here are some recipes and oven 
combinations which will help you 
over the trying period of spring 
cleaning. 

Tuna Fish and Corn Cassefole. 

1 can whole kernel corn. 

One 7-ounce can tuna fish. 

One and one-half cups 
crumbs. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-quarter teaspoon pepper. 

Six tablespoons butter. 

One-half cup flour, 

Two cups milk. 

One teaspoon ground mustard. 

One egg. 

Make a white sauce using the 
one-half cup flour, four tablespoons 
butter and the two cups milk. Take 
from range, beat in the egg, the 
ground mustard and half the salt. 
Butter half the bread crumbs with 
the remaining butter. Mix the tuna 
fish, corn, remaining bread crumbs, 
salt and pepper with the white 
sauce. Turn into a well-buttered 
casserole and sprinkle buttered 
crumbs over the top. Bake in a 
moderate oven (350 degrees) for 45 
minutes. 

Dutch Apple Pie. 

One unbaked pie shell. 

Sliced. apples to fill shell. 

One cup brown sugar, packed. 

Four tablespoons butter, 

Three tablespoons flour. 

One teaspoon cinnamon. ’ 

Mix the flour, sugar and cinna- 
mon. Cut the butter in with a 
dough blended until well mixed, 
Sprinkle this mixture over the ap- 
ples in the unbaked pie shell. Bake 
in a moderate oven 45 minutes. 

With this meal serve baked po- 
tatoes and a tomato-cucumber 
salad, 

Here is another oven meal 
planned around stuffed baked lamb 
chops. With this you may serve 
escalloped -or baked potatoes. If 
you prefer rice you may cook this 
in the morning and reheat over 
steaming water. For vegetables 

you have baked tomato surprise 
and for dessert a chocolate bread 
pudding which requires a longer 
baking time and should be ready by 
the time the theal is finished, 
Baked Stuffed Lamb Chops... . 

Six rib chops, one and one-half 
inches thick. — 

One cup fresh sliced mushrooms, 

One tablespoon chopped onion. 

Four tablespoons melted butter, 

Two tablespoons flour. 

One tablespoon water.

Cut chops half way through to 
the bone. Sear well on all sides.

Choice for Kaster Menu} 


Fresh Fruits and Vegetables and E a 
Meats Are Here in 
Abundance. 


the world in spring flowers 
and green leaves—and the dinner 
table with something extra special. 

This year there is added cause 
to rejoice. For the combination of 
a late Easter and an advanced sea- 
son for a number of fresh fruits 
vegetables has considerably in- 

Easter menu possibilities. 
And coming to market now is a 
crop of early spring lambs to 

add to the wide variety of meat al- 

Generally speaking, fresh vege- 
tables and fruits are abundant now 
and reasonable in price. Supplies 
of most canned fruits and vege- 
tables are greater than usual. And 
all meat prices are lower than they 
were last Easter. 

Traditional Meats. 

Traditionally, ham and lamb are 
the favored Easter meats. Both 
appear on dinner menus, but ham 
is an especial favorite for break- 
fast—served in combination with 
eggs. Many butchers feature sales 
of large cuts of both ham and 
lamb at Eastertime. This is an 
economical way to buy them be- 
cause they are both excellent sliced 
and served cold. 

Lamb comes to market all year 
‘ound but we have it in greater 
quantities in spring and fall. On 
the market now are both “fed” and 
“spring” lambs. The former are 
lambs 10 to 12 months old. Spring 
lambs are smaller—only three to 
five months old, fattened mostly 
on milk. 

Naturally, cuts of spring lamb 
are smaller and lighter in weight 
than are those from the older fed 
lambs. Since all lamb is young 
when slaughtefed all the cuts are 
tender and can be roasted, broiled, 
or cooked as tender meat. 

Enterprising gardeners in some 
parts of the country will be able to 
supply spring onions, radishes and 
lettuce from their own gardens for 
Easter dinner. But for the most 
part, the Gulf, South Atlantic, and 
Western states are still supplying 
the fresh fruits and vegetables. 

New potatoes are already plenti- 
ful and, for the shopper, reasonable 
in price. There is plenty of spring 
cabbage coming in from the Gulf 
States. April is a big month for 
carrots; and now Imperial Valley 
in California is the big producer. 
Celery and lettuce are abundant 
now as they have been. all winter. 

Other vegetables coming to mar- 
ket now in fairly large quantities 
for the season are fresh green 
peas, snap beans, and greens. Spin- 
ach is especially plentiful and in- 
expensive this year. And the first 
new mature Bernfuda onions com- 
ing in from Texas will add a bit of 
zest to many an Easter meal, 
Tomatoes Plentiful. 

Fresh tomatoes are worthy of 
special mention this Easter. For 
there is an unusually large supply 
of them on the market for this 
early in the season. And aspara- 
gus has passed its early luxury- 
price stage and is now available 
for families with more modest food 
budgets. 

Other fresh vegetable possibili- 
ties for Easter include beets, pep- 
pers, cucumbers, cauliflower, shal- 
lots and radishes. 

In the fruit line-up, strawberries 
are the big Eastertime news. This 
year strawberries are of good qual- 
ity, and supplies are very heavy 
for the season. Citrus fruits, of 
course, still are available in con- 
siderable quantities. There is an 
especially large supply of oranges 
now. And there still are plenty of 
apples in cold storage to supply the 
Eastern and post-Easter demand. 

With that array of food on the 
market, deciding upon the menu for 
an Easter dinner or breakfast will 
be an interesting game of picking

A roast always is a convenient 
and economical way to serve a 
large number of persons. The lamb 
shoulder in this menu may be boned 
and stuffed. If it is boned “flat” 
rather than “rolled,” the pocket will 
hold twice as much stuffing. And 
the flat shoulder will have a larger 
surface exposed in the oven to 
brown. ) 

Rolled Shoulder of Lamb. 

Have the butcher bone the shoul- 
der and remove the fell. Wipe the 
meat with a damp cloth, sprinkle 
the inside of the pocket with salt 
and pepper, pile hot stuffing in 
lightly and sew the edges totgether. 
Bub salt, pepper and flour on the. 
‘outside and if the shoulder has only 
a very thin layer of fat covering, 
lay several strips of bacon over 
the top. 

Place the roast on a rack in an 
open pan. Do not add water or cov- 
er the roast. Brown for 30 minutes 
in a hot oven (480 degrees). Then 
reduce the temperature to 300 de- 
grees, or very moderate. If you 
prefer to use a constant tempera- 
ture for roasting all the way 
through, have the oven at 350 de- 
grees. Cook until tender. Turn 


cook evenly. It will take from two 
and one-half to three hours to cook 
a medium-sized, stuffed shoulder. 
Serve hot with brown gravy. 

To make the mint stuffing that 
goes so well with lamb, melt six 
tablespoons of butter in a skillet. 
Add three tablespoons chopped cel- 
ery, one and one-half tablespoons 
chopped onion. Cook for a few min- 
utes. Add one-half cup fresh mint 
leaves, salt and pepper. Stir in 
three cups of bread crumbs and mix 
all together. 


APRICOT CONSERVE 


Four cups cooked dried apricots: 

Four cups diced rhubarb. 

Two cups sliced apples, 

One-half cup raisins. 

One teaspoon cinnamon, 

One-half cup orange juice. 

Three tablespoons lemon juice. 

One-half cup apricot juice, 

* 2 55 tablespoons grated orange 
rind, 

Eight cups granulated sugar. 

Mix fruits with raisins, clnnamon, 
juices and rind. Allow to simmer 
for 40 minutes. Add sugar and boil 
gently until the mixture becomes 
thick and jelly-like, Cool and place 
in an earthenware jar. Cover and 
store in the refrigerator. 


Lobster Newburg. 

Two-pound lobster, one-fourth cup 
butter, one tablespoon flour, salt, 
paprika, one cup thin cream, three 
egg yolks, two tablespoons sherry. 
Remove meat from shell and cut 
in cubes. Melt butter, stir in flour 
and seasonings and add cream grad- 
ually. Add lobster and when thick 
add egg yolks and flavoring mixed 


with some of the sauce.

Another trump 
lead, taken in dummy, and the 
drawing of West's last trump while 
declarer discarded a diamond, would 
complete the easy job.

The awarding of the prize just 
before the big birthday party 
thrust Elizabeth Seifert very much 
into the spot light. As a guest of 
honor among 500 notable. contri- 
butors and friends of Red Book, 
she sat third from the right of 
Publisher Balmer, between Sinclair 
Lewis, who swapped Main Street 
stories with her, and Henrik Wil- 
lem Van Loon, who drew carica- 
tures on menus for each of her 
children, adapting graphie wit- 
ticisms to the tastes of John Gas- 
parotti, aged 17, Richard, 16, Paul, 
14, and Anne, 12, as their mother 
described them to him. 

“He carries a pen loaded with 
India ink and a box of.water col- 
ors the size of a match box, and 
‘uses an ash tray for a palette, 
knowing, he says, how the waiters 
hate him for it,” related Mrs. Gas- 
parotti. “He ate only a special 
soup, so he could spend the rest of 
the time drawing.” Pearl Buck sat 
just down the line, Gladys Hasty 
Carroll, farther on, and Mrs. Gas- 


parotti was within earshot of some 
of Elsa Maxwell's “outrageous sto- 
ries.” 


There had been besides this big 
party interviews with the press

In many medical treatments 
there is what is known as the ini 
ital dose and the maintenance dose, 
The maintenance dose is smaller 
than the initial dose, but of the 
same kind. So in reducing, the ini- 
tial diet is a rather strenuous re- 
duction ration. When the object 
of that initial diet is accomplished, 
a low maintenance diet is insti- 
tuted to keep the weight at the 
new level. 

The maintenance diet should be 
calculated to have just enough cal- 
ories to supply the body’s needs at 
the lowest possible level, at very 
moderate activity. It is far easier 
to KEEP thin than to GET thin 
again. 

At the age of 30 to 50 from 12 to 
15 calories per pound of body, 
weight are needed per day at mod- 
erate activity. On the average, 
2000 calories a day can be calcu- 
lated. I believe that every obese 
person I know eats at least a third 
more than this. That means they 
are inviting the accumulation of 
three ounces of fat a day. (Fat 
yields 288 calories an ounce.) 

You can almost eliminate that 
extra thousand calories by eating 
a fruit and black coffee breakfast. 
If your ordinary breakfast adds an 
egg (75 calories), toast (100 calo- 
ries), with butter (100 calories), 
bacon (200 calories), cream for cof- 
fee (100 calories) and sugar for 
coffee (100 calories—1% lumps), 
you can see the elimination of that 
extra will give you a good start. 
Low Maintenance Diet Suggestion, 
BREAKFAST+~Fruit in season, 
black coffee (possibly one egg and 
one slice of toast with golden 
spread butter or a small helping of 
cereal with skimmed mik). 
LUNCH AND DINNER — Sotps 
or appetizers: Any clear soup 
(need not be counted for calories), 
tomato juice or sauerkraut juice. 
Meat and fish: One helping of 
any kind—the one helping is the 
important part.
